There is prop- 
aganda. 
It is poured into this country 


like a cloudburst and has already swept 
off their feet many people who, when 
they regain an upright position again, 
may come to think in different vein. 


A great proportion of our people, per- 


haps 20 millions, have been to Europe in 
•the last generation. 
Practically no one 


has been to Asia. 
Many of our impor- 


tant travelers havo made happy contacts 
with the French and English who arc 
delightful hosts. 
Almost without excep- 


tion these people feel a personal injury 
at the anguish they know pervades the 
countries of their friends. 


Propaganda and contact—these are the 


two things that turn our attention to war 
in Europe and lacking which we pay little 
attention to the war in Asia.

Aretino and known as the Scourge of 
Princes who far outshone for his vil- 
lany anyone described by Machiavelli. 


In a day when royalty was supreme 


and supported by all people in their own 
protection, it is amazing that a man lived 
who came up from the job of hangman's 
assistant to hold in the hollow of his 
hand every ruler, great and small, with- 
in 500 miles of his habitat, which was so 
great a distance in those bygone days 
that few had the distinction of traveling 
it. 


But Arctino had a pen. a terrible pen 


that dripped poison, and he had a mind 
that worked with all the fury of a falling 
meteor, and he understood 
humankind 


sufficiently, read men and women with 
astonishing understanding, that he turned 
them on their pathways and shaped their 
policies in their craving to be relieved of 
his stabs and torments. 


One who knew him v.ell compo.-.-d 


this epitaph: 


"Here lies Arctmo, the Tuscan p<j< t. 
He slandered everyone but God. 
This was his reason: 'I never hcaid 


of Him.'"

Arctino lirst appeared upon this earth. 
Perhaps it was thousands of years ago if 
we follow the thoughts of the reincar- 
nationists. 
But if we cannot fathom or 


give faith to the idea of man's reappear- 
ance it still must be admitted that certain 
men walk with every generation who have 
the precise mixture of qualities, good and .

far the great majority pointed the finger 
directly at America "and especially that 
French statesmen rushed into a war they 
were not ready to wage." 


When Mr. Roosevelt started putting on 


his armor and running his thumb along 
the blade of his sword, men who were 
far wiser than lie and in whose hands the 
safety of people would be much more se- 
cure took him to task for the perils he 
was creating elsewhere by his intemper- 
ate and hot-headed speeches. 
So this is 


not a case of being warned after the 
event but having full warning even as 
events were shaping. 


A fine example of the condemnation 


of our President and the dangerous road 
he was traveling will be found in a speech 
by Senator George Wharton Pepper of 
Pennsylvania, the man who was succeeded 
in the senate by guileless Guffcy, once 
indicted for embezzling from the United 
States government and saved from trial 
by the great rogue, Harry Daugherty. 


The man from Penn's Woods said: 


"It would be a tragic thing if. a? a 


result of our utterances, they (the Al- 
lies) were to assume commitments 
which otherwise they would not as- 
sume and plunged into war for the 
sake of consistency and honor, and 
were to turn to us to make good what 
they understood our assurances to be 
and thus put us in a position where 
we either would have to smilingly ex- 
plain that we never had any intention 
of being taken too seriously or else 
ourselves plunged into a war which 
we would not approve either as re- 
spects its necessity or its wisdom." 
Thirty years ago the direction of Amer- 


ican affairs was fortunately in the hands 
of a man who said that America should 
always "speak softly but carry a big stick." 
We have reversed the situation. 
Today 


our President talks noisily, angrily, ag- 
gressively, and carries a toothpick. 


JEST AND QUALM 


In moving into Lithuania and taking 


over that little country Russia employed 
the childlike jest that it was in danger 
of attack from a people far less capable 
of military resistance than the Finns. 


Since Lithuania has no harbor.worth 


mentioning and no wealth worth consid- 
ering it is evident that only dread of fu- 
ture possibilities suggested to Moscow 
that it create another outpost that may 
be employed against Germany. 


We have both an adult and kindergar- 


ten story of great nations today as ex- 
ampled by this move and the reason given 
for it. Russia is motivated by fear. But 
it employs a jest to justify its movement. 
Perhaps its fear is exaggerated. 
Only 


lime will tell. But its jest is apparently a 
correct appraisal by it of the childish men- 
tality of its people. 


Now all the world needs is a nation 


whose leaders are few in number but 
mighty in intellect ruling over a people 
who are great in number but deficient in 
intellect. This will bring a result some- 
what parallel to the nightmare 
story 


painted by writers who saw the earth 
shudder under the march of millions of 
robots, terrifying Frankcnsteins, directed 
by men with glittering minds that con- 
tained not a trace of pity.
